Brother Students of the School of The- 
ology: I make no apology for the obvi- 
ous temerity of my having accepted the 
invitation of the Dean to address you 
to-day. I propose rather to observe a 
practical advice I received while a stu- 
dent here: Put off your apologies to the 
close of your discourse, aud then — 
omit them. I presume you remember 
Carlyle’s note on a preaching service he 
had attended. It was this: ** Sermon 
extempore; text, ‘God who cannot lie.’

Do you love the Lord Jesus Christ so 
devotedly that, in making a pastoral 
call, you can kindle a lukewarm saint 
or an indifferent sinner with your talk 
and prayer?

—a professional manual? a convenient 
book of texts? I know that pulpit 
orators sometimes frantically hug the 
heavy volume against their pleural 
region with fine effect, but do you some- 
times feel like doing the like of that 
in private? Have you any religion to 
spare? Can you help other folks — 
folks who are in trouble? You can no 
doubt preach well enough, but can you 
talk religion in highways, in shops, in 
kitchens, with unconscious fire and 
moisture in your eye? Nay, not only 
can you, but do you, without setting 
yourself at it?

things.” He also warned the young 
meu against secularity. They should 
be men devoted to sacred things en- 
tirely, and give the years of youth and 
maturity and old age to the one work 
of preaching the Gospel. The address 
was eloquent and finely delivered. 

Rev. Dr. Chapman, who had been an- 
nounced as one of the speakers, was un- 
able to be present.

Church Catechism, published by E. & J. B. 
Young & Co., New York. It is intended to 
embrace *‘ the chief things which a Christian 
ought to know and believe to his soul’s 
health!” It does not deal so much with 
doctrine as with the Prayer-book. It devel- 
ops the meaning of the Apostles’ Creed, and 
of the ordinances of the Episcopal Church. 
It is admirable in its clearness and in its 
simplicity, and is a model catechism for an 
Episcopal catechumen. Much of it might 
well be taught in any of the churches; 
but baptismal regeneration and the sac- 
rificial nature of the Lord’s Supper, as held 
by high churchmen, with the history of 
the Episcopal Church and the nature of its 
order, would hardly be profitable for the 
children of the ‘‘sects.” The catechism is 
prepared under the direction of Dr. Morgan 
Dix. 


— We have been very much pleased, after 
such an examination as we have been able to 
make, with *‘A Practical German Grammar,” 
from the pen of Prof. Wesley C. Sawyer, Ph. 
D. Prof. Sawyer is a graduate of Harvard, 
and has enjoyed along period of European 
study. Of late he has been professor of Ger- 
man language and literature in Lawrence 
University. In preparing this text book, he 
has constantly had before him the actual 
wants of his classes. He has not only intro- 
duced many new features, which will at once 
commend themselves to practical teachers, 
but he has greatiy condensed the grammars 
in common use, and relieved the student 
from burdening his memory with an unnec- 
essary amount of grammatical lumber.

He had to earn a portion of his liveli- 
hood through the toil of his hands, and 
work of any kiud was congenial to 
him. 

He was twice married, and his widow 
was his wife for over fifty years. Just 
before our last Conference his golden 
wedding came round, and their friends 
entertained the aged couple in the Town 
Hall, and presented them with $100 in 
gold. This was the proudest occasion 
of his life, and contributed not a little 
to the comfort of his later days. He was 
at church the last Sabbath but one pre- 
vious to his death, and as long as he 
cou!d speak he testified to the sweetness 
of his religious experience and the 
preciousness of Christ to him. 

On Saturday, Oct. 7, his funeral ser- 
vices were attended at the church by a 
large number of neighbors and friends.
